One of the famous sermons of 
our day, one dealing with retribu- 
tion, is entitled PAY DAY SOME- 
DAY. To the wunbeliever, that 
word “someday” strikes an omi- 
nous note. A bird in the hand is 
worth two in-the bush. To him a 
Christian is a man who lives on 
promises. With Omar Khayyam, 
most are willing to “take the cash 
and let the credit go.” To the 
natural man this world is his all; 
he loves nothing above it and 
cares for nothing beyond it. The 
things of the present, the things 
that shine and shout on the sur- 
face, command his undivided at- 
tention, 

Now I believe that salvation is 
more than putting a man into 
Heaven; salvation is putting Heav- 
en into a man. Therefore, salva- 
tion pays big dividends here and 
now. We were happy to find our 
defense bonds yielding 3344% in- 
terest at the end of a ten-year pe- 
riod, but here our Lord tells us 
of an investment yielding 10,000%. 
In order to emphasize what some 
things are, we must first point out 
what they are not. Let us notice, 
therefore, that the man without 
Christ is a man who has no hope, 
no peace, no strength, no citizen- 
ship, and no advocate. 


No Hope 
The man without Christ is a 
man without hope. How tragic 
that wail of Ingersoll at the fu- 
neral of his brother: “Life is a 
dark, barren vale between the ice- 
clad peaks of two cold eternities. 
We strive in vain to look beyond 
the heights. We wail and cry in 
the dark. Faith tries to see a 
star, and hear the rustle of a wing, 
but the only sound we hear is the 

echo of our own voice.” 


How blessed the assurance of 
Paul that concerning them which 
are asleep we “sorrow not, even 
as others which have no hope.” 
Christ lived; history records that. 
He died; that is reflected in the 
despair of His disciples. But sud- 
denly their bemoaning was trans- 
formed into the flaming message of 
a living King. If He rose not, 
explain how peasants stood before 
kings and how fishermen swayed 
empires. Without a risen Christ, 
explain to me the power of Peter 
and Paul. 

Remember that first day of the 
week? “Woman, why weepest 
thou?” Jesus was gone. His king- 
dom was lost, swallowed up in the 


long night of history. Dark as 
was the night, it was darker still 
in the soul of Mary. It is enough 
to make anyone weep when they 
take away Jesus, and, my friends, 
the courtroom is not the only 
place where the Lord has been on 
trial, nor the cross the only place 
where they have nailed Him. The 
modernists of our day have strip- 


ped Him of His robe of deity, tied} 
Him to the whipping-post of their | ~ 


hatred and unbelief, robbed Him 
of the supernatural, and crucified 
Him on a cross of criticism. The 
modern inscription over His head 
is, “Teacher,” “Example,” “Psy- 
chic.” Outside His tomb, they 


with scientific approval, and left 
an ungodly church council to 
guard it. No wonder our age is 
without hope! 

“Woman, why weepest thou?” 
Well, she thought Him to be the 
gardener, and, in such an hour, a 
God of nature could not fit the 
bill. Neither could a Christ-scien- 
tist. In the hour of death the 
only one who can impart hope is 
the historical Jesus, and suddenly, 
oh glory of glories, there sounded

We know 
that they are not in the Bible by 
happenstance. We know they are 
not there by accident. We know 
that there is a message for our 
hearts in this tremendous asser- 
tion that comes from the experi- 
ence of the Apostle Paul. Oh, our

Evangelists have contributed to the work of the 


churches and the advance of Christianity out of all propor- 


tion to their numbers. The 


influence of evangelists and 


evangelism is so weighty, so vast, that in this article we can 
only suggest the influence of evangelists on the world. 


In- 


formed readers will think of many other important contribu- 


tions. But this article should at least help us to appreciate 


the importance of the evangelist in the plan of Christ for His 


work in this world. 


In: actual practice the evangelist 
have had a tremendous, immeasur- 
able influence on the whole body of 
Christ. Let us consider some of 
the ways in which the evangelists 
have made tremendous impact on 
Christianity itself, altogether aside 
from their soul-winning work. It 
will be discovered that evangelists 
have been the “spark plug” of 
Christianity im all good fields. 


I. The Contribution of Evan- 
gelists to Christian Education 

It is a foolish idea, fostered by 
those who hate evangelism, that 
the evangelists are ignorant men 
who deal only in the emotions, 
who do very superficial work, and 
are generally unlearned. The ex- 
act opposite is the case. Not 
only have leading evangelists been 
men of great learning, but they 
have done more to establish Chris- 
tian education than any other sin- 
gle group of ministers. 

D. L. Moody founded Moody Bi- 
ble Institute, Northfield School for 
Girls, Mount Hermon School for 


Boys, and the largest Bible Insti- 


tute in the British Isles. In fact 
Bible Institutes throughout the 
world are patterned after the work 
of D. L. Moody and R. A. Torrey, 
evangelists, Dr. J. Wilbur Chap- 
man was once vice president of 
Moody Bible Institute. 


Dr. R. A. Torrey was long the 
superintendent of Moody Bible In- 
stitute, was almost entirely re- 
sponsible for its wonderful curric- 
ulum and its solid establishment 
in the early days. Later Dr. Tor- 
rey did a similar work in the 
founding and full establishment of 
the great Bible Institute of Los 
Angeles. 


The University of Pennsylvania 
‘grew out of a charity school found- 
ed by Evangelist George White- 
field. 

Charles G. Finney founded Ob- 
erlin College and Seminary. 

Evangelist John A. Davis estab- 
lished the Practical Bible Training 
School at Johnson City, New York, 
which school now bears his name. 


Dr. L. R. Scarborough worked

with B. H. Carroll in the firm es- 
tablishment of the great South- 
western Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, and was for many years its 
president. Under his presidency 
the Southwestern Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary became one of the 
largest theological seminaries in 
the world, remaining true to the 
Bible. But Dr. Scarborough was 
an evangelist. He had held re- 
vival campaigns winning twenty 
thousand souls to Christ before 
coming to the presidency of the 
school, and continued in the re- 
vival work until shortly before his 
death. 

Evangelist John Brown estab- 
lished the John Brown University 
of Siloam Springs, Arkansas, and 
the two John Brown Schools in 
California. 

Evangelist Bob Jones founded 
Bob Jones College, which has 1800 
students enrolled this year. Next 
year the college becomes a univer- 
sity and plans for 2500 initial en- 
rollment at Greenville, South Car- 
olina, 

Dr. W. B. Riley founded the 
Northwestern Bible Training 
School, Northwestern Seminary 
and more recently Northwestern 
College, at Minneapolis. And 
while Dr. Riley has been a pastor, 
he has continualHy done the work 
of an evangelist, holding hundreds 
of revival campaigns and some 
special large union campaigns. He 
has won many, many thousands 
of souls as an evangelist and ought 
to be rated as an evangelist, In

PAUL'S SECRET OF POWER

Father, we also want to know by 
personal assurance what he meant 
when he cried for the ages, “I 
can do all things through Christ 


which strengthenetn me.” We 
thank Thee that he was a sinner 
like unto ourselves. We thank 
Thee that he was saved by the 
blood of Jesus Christ even as we 
have been. We thank Thee that 
the promises, that the provisions 
that Thou didst make for Paul 
the apostle, Thou didst make for 
us also. We thank Thee that we 
have the same right to claim Thy 
mercies as he had. We thank 
Thee for the assurance that there 
is nothing to keep us from know- 
ing this same vigorous power that 
seemed to be his constant herit- 
age. So, we pray that Thou 
wouldst open our eyes, that Thou 
wouldst search our hearts, that 
Thou wouldst try our souls, that 
Thou wouldst Imy bare our lives. 
Make us to see what we have that 
we should not have, what we do 
not have that we should have, 
what we are doing that we should 
not be doing, what we are not 
doing that we should be doing. 
Give us the grace to obey Thy 
behest. -Give ‘us the grace to re- 
spond to Thy invitations. Give us 
the faith to close with the offer 
of Thy mercies. Give us the wis- 
dom to understand and the power 
to do Thy will in our lives, that 
we too may be able to say, “I can 
do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” Help us, our 
Father, in this hour, that Thy 
Word may be written indelibly 
upon every one of our souls. We 
ask it trustingly,  believingly, 
gratefully, humbly, yet boldly, by 
faith in Thy promises, in Jesus’ 
name and for His dear sake. 
Amen. 


May I be permitted to call your 
attention to some of the things 
I said in my message last night. 
Those of you who are here re- 
member, I am sure. I said, and 
you agreed with me by your fer- 
vent amens, that with all of our 
organizations, that with all of our 
busyness, that with all of our 
evangelistic conferences, that with 
all of our great churches of our 
orthodox fundamentalism, unless 
we have the power of God moti- 
vating us, unless we have the pow- 
er of God inspiring, impelling us, 
we are not going to get very far. 


Oh, we will accomplish some 
things. Oh, we will do some 
works. But, the greatness of 


God’s grace will not be ours to 

khow. We are not going to do 

miraculous works, perform the im-

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the most thrilling note ear ever 
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heard: “Mary!” He was alive! 
the grave was conquered. And in 
her heart the funeral dirge was 
changed to the laughter of the 
wedding bells. It seemed to her 
that God had opened Heaven and 
showered down all itsglories in 
one unspeakable love gift, and so 
will it seem to you when you real- 
ly get to know the risen Jesus. 

A few years ago a woman 
sought to lead to Christ a Chinese 
who had just entered the country, 
but failed to arouse his interest. 
Remembering finally the Chinese 
reputation for prodigious feats of 
memory, and also that “Faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing 
by the word of God,” she extracted 
from him a promise to memorize 
the first three chapters of the 
Gospel according to John. Before 
the week was over he was at her 
door, radiant. Said he, “I knocked 
one day at the door of Confucius 
and cried, ‘Explain to me the dy- 
namic of your teachings that I 
might obey them,” but there was 
no answer save the echo of an 
empty tomb. It was the same 
with Gautama Buddha and the 
whole world knows where Moham- 
med lies buried, but as I read this 
book I was suddenly seized by the 
overwhelming conviction that its 
Author was not dead but alive! I 
have taken Him as my Saviour.” 

The most radiant, joyous book 
in the world is the New Testa- 
ment. It overflows with hope. We 
read of “the God of hope,” of 
“Jesus Christ who is our hope,” of 
“Christ in you the hope of glory,” 
and that God has “begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead.’ Hope is life’s loveliest 
flower, but it grows only on Cal- 
vary, and the man without Christ 
is a man without hope. 

No Peace 

Isaiah tells us, ‘“‘The wicked are 
like the troubled sea, when it 
cannot rest, whose waters cast up 
mire and dirt. There is no peace, 
sayeth my God, to, the wicked 
(Isa. 57:20, 21). The lack of peace 
has been the abiding scar of this 
age. Our generation has agitated 
more for peace than any genera- 
tion in history, yet since 1918 we 
have seen over thirty wars and 
revolutions. In 1909 Shield’s Mag- 
azine stated, “War is a thing of 
the past.” In 1911 a contributor 
to the Sunday School Times wrote, 
“International peace is coming be- 
cause the world is becoming civil- 
ized.” In 1913 the president of 
Stanford University assured us 
that there would be no great con- 
flict again because the cost of 
such large scale hostilities would 
be prohibitive. In 1914 the secre- 
tary of the National Peace Council 
cried, “War, the product of an- 
archy and fear, is passing away.” 
That was said on the eve of the 
bloodiest conflict in history until 
that hour, and the holocaust had 
no sooner subsided than a great 
American president assured us 
that out of the untold agonies, 
the broken bodies, the sunken mor- 
als, and the staggering billions in 
money, had emerged a lasting 
peace. The tragic symbol of the 
hopes of our day is Chamberlain 
at Croydon Airdrome, holding high 
over his head a briefcase contain- 
ing a scrap of paper and crying 
to the cheering thousands, “This 
means peace in our time.” The 
signature that made it “sure’’ was 
that of Adolph Hitler! 

The lack of peace is everywhere. 
Never before have we had such 
favorable labor legislation, nor so 
many strikes! Our standard of 
living has soared to the heights, 
yet never have we seen such class 
hatred. We have the best equipped 
homes the world has known, yet 
last year in Portland, Oregon, 
there were 8,600 divorces to the 
9,700 marriages! Now since we 
cannot keep regiments from kill- 
ing each other, nor strikers from 
attacking workers, nor the family

hearth itself from becoming a min- 
iature battleground; since we are 
helpless in the face of these tan- 
gible realities, how can we hope 
to bring peace to the soul which 
no eye has seen and no instrument 
has measured ? 


By all means, let men try, but 
universities, ideologies and peace 
fronts are not enough. No hu- 
man agency can ever bring peace. 
God’s Word says of the unsaved, 
“Destruction and misery are in 
their ways: And the way of peace 
have they not known” (Rom. 3:16, 
17). To have peace the cause of 
strife must first be removed and 
the violent passions of unsaved 
men preclude that possibility, but 
I offer you now a lasting peace, 
not a peace that your hands have 
worked for, your money provided 
nor your character merited. His- 
tory knows 8,000 peace treaties in 
the last thirty-five centuries and 
I offer you only one, that one con- 
cluded nineteen centuries ago at 
Calvary and sealed by the bieeding 
Christ. It is written that He 
“made peace through the blood of 
His cross,” and in deathless truth 
the Bible assures us, “The moun- 
tains shall depart, and the hills 
be removed; but my kindness shall 
not depart from thee, neither shall 
the covenant of my peace be re- 
moved” (Isa. 54:10). 

My favorite verse on peace in 
all the Bible is Ephesians 2:14: 
“He is our peace.” Peace, then, is 
not a condition, but a Person. To 
have that Person is to have peace 
on a battlefield; but to be without 
Him is to never know peace. 

A tired father, reading the pa- 
per, was disturbed by a stream 
of questions from his little daugh- 
ter. In desperation he tore a map 
of the world from a magazine and 
cut it into a jigsaw puzzle. Know- 
ing that the child knew no geogra- 
phy, he presented her with the 
pieces and the admonition to leave 
him alone until she had put it to- 
gether. In but a few moments she 
returned, defending her right to 
pester him since her task had been 
accomplished. “You see,” she 
said, ‘‘on the other side of the map 
was a picture of Jesus. I learned 
all about Him in Sunday school 
and I found that when I got Jesus 
in His right place the world came 
out all right.” Yes, bless her heart, 
and what is true of the world is 
true also of individuals. 


In an eastern city a young cou- 
ple sat at the breakfast table to- 
gether for the last time. She was 
selfish and he was fed up. He 
was inconsiderate and she was 
through. A few days later as he dis- 
consolately trod the streets, he 
heard joyous music flowing from 
a large auditorium. Upon enter- 
ing, he heard of Him who is our 
peace and took the blessed Saviour 
for his own. A few weeks later, 
in the providence of God, his wife 
entered the same church and also 
accepted Christ. The time having 
.come for a baptismal service, one 
of the deacons accosted the pastor 
with the unpleasant information 
that he was about to baptize a 
couple who were being divorced. 
“Leave that to me,” replied the 
minister. As the husband came 
from one side into the baptistry, 
the pastor had the wife led in from 
the other side. They stared in 
amazement, and then a glad smile 
broke out upon each face. A mo- 
ment later they were gently laid 
beneath the waters together. Need 
I tell you that now their home}is 
a little heaven on earth? Yes, 
He is our peace, and all is changed 
when Jesus comes to stay. 


No Strength 

Romans 5:6 tells us, “When we 
were yet without strength, in due 
time Christ died for the ungodly.” 
The man without Christ is a man 
without strength. He may become 
deadly in earnest about leading a 
better life. He does his best to 
quit his profanity, his lying, his 
meanness, but it is like trying to 
make a foundation timber from a 
log with a crooked heart. You 
may saw the timber four-square, 
but that will never take care of 
the. heart. There still is no 
strength. Plautus told the story 
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of a man who sought to make a 
corpse stand. After repeated fail- 
ures he abandoned the attempt, 
saying, “There’s something lack- 
ing inside.” What a picture of 
the unsaved! You cannot make a 
watch, with a broken mainspring 
run by polishing the case, nor sal- 
vage a decaying house by paint- 
ing the rotting timbers. 

But, “I can do all things through 
Christ who strengtheneth me.” 
There are no waters so wild that 
He cannot quiet them, no night so 
dark that He cannot lighten it, no 
burden so great that He cannot 
bear it, no sorrow so crushing 
that He cannot solace, no trial so 
grievous that He cannot sustain. 

Augustine wallowed in the pit 
of sensuality until Jesus saved 
him. Shortly after, while walk- 
ing down the street, a woman 
plucked his sleeve. He kept on 
walking. Again came the tantal- 
izing tug, and a well-known voice 
whispered, “Augustine, it is I.” 
“Yes,” replied the child of God, 
“but it isn’t I!” Strength had 
come with the Lord Jesus, and so 
it may be with you. 

No Citizenship 

Ephesians 2:12 records, ‘That 
at that time you were without 
Christ, being aliens from the com- 
monwealth of Israel, and strangers 
from the covenants of promise.” 
How lamentable to read of boat- 
loads of Jewish refugees, unwel- 
come on any shore, but how infi- 
nitely more tragic to hear the dy- 
|ing Cardinal Mazarin cry, “Oh, 
my poor soul! What will become 
of thee? Whither wilt thoy go?” 
and, because of his lack of citi- 
zenship, to hear Sir Francis New- 
port shriek, “Oh, the insufferable 
pangs of Hell! O eternity! For- 
ever and forever!” i aS 
' How does one know when he has 
heavenly citizenship? Romans 8:23 
tells us that we have the “first- 
fruits of the Spirit.” Now in the 
earliest Greek the word here trans- 
lated “firstfruits” is the word 
“birth certificate.” We have the 
birth certificate of the Spirit. 
Should an American citizen be 
stopped at our border through 
having neglected to take his birth 
certificate, all he has to do is to 
send for a duplicate from the coun- 
ty in which he was born. Heaven's 
gates can never be closed against 
me. If it were possible for me to 
lose the Spirit, ‘First Corinthians 
15 tells me that Christ is_ the 
“birth certificate of them that 
slept.” The great Copy is in Heav- 
en and our inheritance is safe. One 
exuberant brother, catching that 
truth for the first time, shouted, 
“Glory to God! Whoever heard of 
a man drowning with his head that 
high above water?” 


No Advocate 

To the saved, John writes in 
First John 2:1, “And if any man 
sin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the right- 
eous.” There has never been any 
approach to God save _ through 
blood sacrifice as the basis and 
priesthood as the means: “There 
is ... one mediator between God 
and men, the man Christ Jesus” 
(I Tim. 2:5). Have you come to 
God through that only’ priest? 
When did you confess Him at a 
meeting, kneel at an altar or go 
into the inquiry room? 

Some years ago, after having 
heard me preach, a brilliant young 
law student came to my home. He 
sarcastically observed that I had 
referred to my flock as saints, but 
presumed I considered him a 
heathen. I acquiesced. Then he 
asked me if I were yet sinless. Si- 
lence! Okay, then what advantage 
did I have over him? 

I give to you the same answer 
I gave him, a story from Greek 
history. There were at one time 
in the Greek army two remark- 
able brothers. One was elevated 
to Commander in chief and the 
other, in jealousy, did the Bene- 
dict Arnold act and sought to be- 
tray his country in war. By his 
personal heroism the elder broth- 
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Paul's Secret of Power 
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possible. Yet the promise of God 
is to us, as it has been to the 
children of God through the ages, 
‘Greater things than these shall 
ye do because I go unto my 
Father.’ 


The question comes up, why 
it that most preachers, when they 
talk about power, after they have 
spoken of the Holy Spirit, gener- 
ally call the attention of the peo- 
ple to the Apostle Paul. There 
are many reasons for it. The first 
one perhaps you have never con- 
sidered. There is a definite differ- 
ence of opinion among orthodox 
fundamental scholars on this mat- 
ter of the baptism with the Holy 
Spirit, on this matter of the in- 
filling of the Holy Spirit, on this 
matter of the experience that re- 
sults when the Holy Spirit comes 
to possess our souls. I say fun- 
damental orthodox scholars ad- 
visedly. Some say that the only 
kind of an experiences that could 
be had by Christians is the one 
that happened on the day of Pen- 
tecost, and that was the end of it. 

When you choose Peter as a 
criterion for your argument that 
you must be filled with the Spirit, 
you fall into the hands of these 
men who say that the Pentecostal 
experience was once for all and 
once for all time. When, however, 
you take the life of the Apostle 
Paul who was not there on the 
day of Pentecost, who had abso- 
lutely no association with the 
apostolic band on the day of Pen- 
tecost, who was not even a Chris- 
tian on the day of Pentecost, you 
see that their argument of Pente- 
cost being an experience that hap- 
pened back yonder once for all, 
and once for all time, falls to the 
ground. Paul was not there to 
have that experience. Paul came 
after Pentecost. What happened 
to him, we have a right to expect 
may happen to us. 


But, what was the secret of 
Paul’s power? Let us see. Was 
it because he was a Jew? No, of 
course not. There have been many 
Jews before Paul, many Jews 
since Paul. They never have 
achieved; they never have accom- 
plished the mighty things that 
seemed to have been the rule, 
rather than the exception, in the

life of this same Paul. Was it 
because he was so brilliant? You 
will understand me when I say 
that Paul was not the only bril- 
liant Jew of his day and time, 
not the only brilliant Jew of the 
ages, let alone the only brilliant 
man, There have been people en- 
| dowed with extraordinary men- 
| tality of every nationality through- 
out the ages. No, I am sure his 
brilliancy was not the key to his 
power. What then was there 
about him that gave him such 
tremendous power? 


Sometime ago, I sat im a hote! 
room in San Angelo, Texas, with 
one of our great religious lead- 
ers. This man was great in his 
orthodoxy, great in his power, 
great in his leadership of the 
forces of a mighty state. At that 
time he was my superior im the 
work in which I was engaged. He 
had complimented me on some of 
the things concerning my minis- 
try. He then said, 

“Hyman, you cannot expect to 
have the great revivals that 


foanys had back yonder - because 


the times are different. Besides, 
in every generation, God picks out 
somebody and uses him in an ex- 
traordinary way.” 

I do not believe that at all. It is 
not entirely true. I believe that 
the reason Moody was used more 
of God than we are being used, 
is because Moody made more of 
a surrender to God, because God 
had more of that man than He has 
of us. You remember the story 
that is told about General William 
Booth’s interview with Queen Vic- 
toria. She asked him, 

“General Booth, you are rot 
the most educated preacher in 
my realm. You are not the most 
talented preacher in my realm. 
You do not have the Ilargest 
church. Why is it that you are 
being used so mightily of God?” 

Bowing before her, the great 
good man humbly said, “Your ma- 
jesty, I guess it is because God 
has all there is of me.” 

That undoubtedly was the se- 
cret of Paul’s power. That was 
the program he pursued. Those 
were the conditions he met. Those 
were the steps he followed. That 
was the gist of his art of opera- 
tions in his life and ministry.

er saved his nation, but only at 
the loss of his right arm, and the 
younger brother was brought to 
justice. The culprit stood before 
the highest tribunal in the land as 
the solemn indictment was brought 
against him. He made no defense 
—-indeed none could be made—and 
the faces of his jurors spelled 
“Death!” The judge gave his in- 
structions to the jury. They arose 
to file out of the room when 
something electric gripped the 
courtroom: Across from the jury 
there rose to his feet the savior 
of his country. Too full of emo- 
tion to speak, he held aloft the 
stump of his right arm, while, with 
tears cascading down his face, he 
looked first at his younger broth- 
er, then at the jury. After but a 
few moments’ deliberation the jury 
returned and gravely pronounced 
the defendant “not guilty.” The 
courtroom echoed with cheers as 
the commander in chief passed 
from the building with his left 
arm around the shoulders of his 
kid brother. 

My friends, there is a Man im 
Heaven today. I know not what 
charges may be brought against 


me there, and alas, in the eyes of 
a holy God, some of them are only 
too true. But I have an Advocate, 
One who does not need to speak 
a word. He simply holds forth a 
nail-prerced hand and the case is 
thrown out of court. 


You, too, can have this Advocate 
with the hope and the peace and 
the strength and the citizenship 
thrown in. Why not make Him 
yours right now? Proverbs 28:13 
tells us, “He that covereth his sins 
shall not prosper, but whoso con- 
fesseth and forsaketh them shall 
have mercy.” But that isn’t 
enough. It isn’t what a man 
turns FROM that saves him, 
but who he turns TO. Jesus 
is the way, the truth and the 
life; nO man comes to the Fa- 
ther but by Him. As for your 
part, He made it clear: “Whoso- 
ever therefore shall confess me be- 
fore men, him will I confess also 
before my Father which is im 
heaven. But whosoever shall deny 
me before men, him will I also 
deny before my Father which is in 
heaven” (Matt. 10:32, 33). How

ledge of Scriptures, his 
knowledge of the Bible. Beloved, 
the igmorance of the Bible, of 
Scripture, in the United States of 
America is appalling. The great 
majority of our church members, 
let alone the multitudes of the 
unsaved, do not know the first 
thing about Holy Writ. The fact 
that there are more Bibles being 
printed, more Bibles being dis- 
tributed, makes not much differ- 
ence. You have all read in the pa- 
pers the laughable, the ridiculous, 
the almost blasphemous answers 
that some of our college students 
give when they are given am ex- 
amination on the Book of books. 
The world is never going te learn 
the truths of the Bible; the United 
States of America is never going 
to know the holy Book; the people 
of your community, of my com- 
munity, are never going to delve 
into the depths of God's revela- 
tion until you and I teach them. 
You and I are not going te teach 
them the Bible until we know it 
ourselves. Do not forget that! 
Hear me now. We 4are never go- 
ing te know the Bible ourselves 
until we obey it, until we live it. 
That is the thing that counts. 
That is the thing that stands in 
the way of any revival meeting, 
not the lack of organization, or 
anything of that kind, but disob- 
ience te the Word of God. 

Listen to me. It is not enough 
te know John 3:16, or Isaiah 53-6, 
or the Lord’s Prayer, or the Beat- 
itudes. It is not enough te be 
able to parse a sentence in Greek, 
im the Greek New Testament, or | 
in Hebrew, in the Hebrew Old Tes- 
tament. There is only one way 
te know the Bible, to read it, to 
study it, to obey it. To really live 
the Word of God, we must 
make every bit of it our own, 
even as did Paul the apostic. It 
must be a roaring flame, a con- 
stant constraint in our souls. 

We had a man, a Titan, in the. 
Southiand. Many of you have 
heard him. He was Dr. George 
Truett. I had rather hear him 


Bible terms. He talked like the 
Bible. He lived like the Bible. 
What is it that we like about 
John Bunyan, about his Pilgrim’s 
Progress, about his Abounding 
Grace, about the rest of his works, 
his sermons? They are soaked in 
Scripture. They sound like the 
very voice of God. Unquestionably, 
indubitably, that was the first 
secret of Paul's power, the 
knowledge of Scripture. 

Paul’s Conception of Jesus 

Christ as Saviour and Lord 

The second secret of the apos- 
tle was his conception, his great | 
eonception, his high conception, 
his lofty conception of the Lord 
Jesus Christ both as Saviour and 
as Lord. There never hag been 
anyone who wrote im such super- 


He beheld Him as the crucified | 
Christ, “Christ hath redeemed us. 
from the curse of the lew, being 
made a curse for us” (Gal. 3:13). 
He saw Him as the glorified 
Christ, the Christ whom God had 
lifted wp from the dead, “declared | 


to be the Son of God with power, 
according to the spirit of holiness, 
by the resurrection from the dead’”’ 
(Rom. 1:4). On these two pillars 
Paul stood, preaching dogmatic- 
ally, positively, proclaiming with- 
out an apology the truth of the 
unsearchable riches of the Son of 
God, There was no vacillating 
with him, There was no shaking 
him, There was no questioning 
im his mind. Paul knew _ that 
Jesus Christ had died for the sins 
of a lost world, that God had 
raised Him from the dead. Stand- 
ing flatfootedly om these two 
propositions, he threw the life line 
te a world of lost sinners. 

He saw the Son of God not only 
as the crucified Christ, not only 
as the glorified Christ, but also 
as the indwelling Christ. What I 
said about the Bible, my friends, 
i must say about the Lord Jesus 
Christ. You do not know the first 
thing about Jesus until He lives 
in you. You are not saved until 
Jesus Christ is reproduced in you. 
You know, we sin dreadfully 
against the word faith. We sin 
against the word belief. We say 
te an unsaved man, “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved.” Brother, sister, 


if we leave it there, it is not 
enough. The devils believe and 
tremble. We must explain to 


them what the -word believe means. 
What does it mean to believe? 
Does it mean to believe that 
Jesus is the Son of God? The 
majority of the people in Los An- 
geles, in America,” believe it. Yet 
the same majority are going down 
to the Devil's Hell. Does it mean 
te believe that Jesus Christ died 
for our sins? Yes, we must have 
that belief also. But even that is 
not enough. Does it mean to be- 
lieve that God raised Jesus Christ 
from the dead? Yes, indeed that is 
required. But even that is not 
enough. Evangelical faith means 
taking your hands, your feet, your 
heart, your soul, your mind, your 


| life, alj that you are, all that you 


have, and turning it over to the 
Lord Jesus Christ by an act of 
willing faith. That is what evan- 
gelical and evangelistic faith 
means. That is why so many peo- 
ple, coming down the aisies, giv- 
ing the preacher a hand, making 
some sort of a profession of faith 
in Christ, are no more saved than 
was Judas Iscariot. They have 


|} not gone through with what faith 


requires of them. We must know 
by personal experience what the 
apostie meant when he said, “I am 
crucified with Christ: neverthe- 
less I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me.” 

Not only did Paul see this Christ 
as the crucified Christ, as the 
| etorified Christ, as the indwelil- 


jing Christ, but he saw Him as 


the cosmic Christ, the Christ for 
the world, the Christ for the Jew, 
the Christ for the Gentile, the 
Christ for the rich and the poor, 
the Christ for the Pharisee and 
the publican, the Christ into whose 
hands God had put the reins of 
authority over all time and etern- 
ity. That is what the apostie 
meant when he said, “Wherefore 
God also hath highly exalted him, 
and given him a name which is 
above every name: That at the 
name of Jesus every knee should 
bow, of things in heaven, and 
things in earth, and things unde 
the earth; And that every tongue 
should confess that Jesus Christ 
is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father” (Phil. 2:9-11). 

These are the first two steps, 
the first two conditions that Paul 
met on his road to Pentecostal 
|power. He had a _ wonderful 
knowledge of Scripture, and he 
lived it out to the full. He had 
a lofty estimation of the Son of 
jgod, the crucified, the glorified, 
the indwelling, the cosmic Christ. 
Jesus Christ was real to him in 
every sense of the word. 
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Paul’s Prayer Life 

The next part of the secret of 
Paul's power was his prayer life. 
You knew what I was going to 
say. That is an open secret. He 
prayed for everybody. He prayed 
for everything. He prayed for his 
friends all around the world. Even 
as the Lord Jesus Christ cried 
out on the cross, “Father, forgive 
them; for they know not what 
they do” (Luke 23:34), so the 
apostie prayed for his worst, for 
his bitterest enemies, not just 
once, but all of the time. Hear 
me, by your souls! Prayer with 
him was not a matter of daily 
gymnastics, not a sort of spiritual 
“daily dozen.” Here is what I 
am talking about. It almost ruin- 
ed my Christian life. 

This is definitely worth listen- 
ing to, because I am sorely afraid 
it parallelg the experience of many 
of us. I was a Christian, had been 
a Christian for just a part of a 
year. I was a member of a church 
in Washington, D. C. The young 
people decided they wanted to put 
on a prayer Campaign. One young 
woman had a brain storm. She 
got a number of little red cards, 
slightly smaller than a visiting 
card. On that card she put three 
“D's” in black, “D—D—D.” She 
gave them out to us, telling us 
she would advise us the next time 
we came together what they were. 
Next week, all aglow, all a flutter, 
she told us that these were sup- 
posed to be the Devotional Daily 
Dozen. That sounds good, does it 
not? That sounds sweet, does it 
not? That sounds worth while, 
does it not? But if you are mere- 
ly praying to do your devotional 
daily dozen, you are not really 
praying. If you are merely pray- 
ing because you have been trained 
to do it, because it is an exercise 
that has become a habit, brother, 
sister, you are not really praying. 
That is not heart prayer. That is 
not soul prayer. That is not 
power-bringing prayer. Oh, I will 
confess it is better than nothing. 
Any kind of praying, out of an 
honest heart, is better than 
nothing. But that is not the 
prayer that opens the gates of 
Heaven. That is not the prayer 
that brings the showers of power. 
That is not a good picture of the 
praying of Paul. His heart was in 
it. His soul was in it. His mind 
was in it. He would have in- 
finitely rather missed a day's 
meals, than missed a day's prey- 
ing. 

You know I have learned a long 
time ago that the quietness of my 
soul, the assurance of my heart, 
the little power there may be in 
my life, is in direct proportion to 
the time I spend in prayer. It is 
that way with all of us, if we 
would but confess it. We must 
face it out. You know that old 
saying, “Prayer is power. Much 
prayer is much power. Little 
prayer is little power. No prayer 
ig no power.” 

Further, Paul the apostle prayed 
in the Spirit. He did not just 
sound off so many words. He did 
not do as so many we know do 
this day. You and I have been in 
places and called on men to pray. 
Some dear, good deacon brother 
had memorized the prayer of the 
Odd Fellows, or the Masons, or 
the Knights of Pythias; every time 
you call on him to pray, he will 
give you their invocation and 
finish with their peroration. That 
is about the extent of it. You call 
on him to pray Sunday morning, 
Wednesday night, Sunday night. 
It is ali the same. Whatever the 
occasion, he wilj start with Dan, 
finish with Beersheba, going ail 
around the Sea of Galilee, up and 
down the Jordan valley, give you 
a free course in Biblical theology, 
and call it praying. 

No, my friends, it is for us, as it 

was for Paul, to pray in the Spirit. 
The Spirit groans within us. The 
Spirit gives us utterance. The 
Spirit will make ug to know for 
what to pray. Hear me! I am 
passing this on to you for what it 
is worth, out of personal experi- 
ence. If you have thirty minutes 
to pray, it is better for you to 
spend twenty-five minutes getting 
ready to pray, and five minutes in 
prayer, than the other way around. 
We are not ready to pray when we 
drop down to our knees. We have 
rushed in from a workaday world, 
full of faults, full of worldly ideas, 
with the hold of the flesh upon us. 


There are so many things 
that money cannot do for the 
one who has it. It cannot buy 
friendship. It cannot buy love. 
It cannot buy peace of con- 
science. Money may do great 
| harm to the one who has it. He 

may use it for dissipation. He 
may use it to hurt not only 
himself, but also someone else. 
One may give money and do it 
in all sincerity and yet in giv- 
ing it do harm. AS a very young 
| Christian the writer invested a 
little hard-earned money in an 
institution which he thought 
was spiritual, but which is mod- 
ernistic and which has robbed 
many young people of their 
faith, We were sincere when 
we made the gift and it was a 
very sacrificial gift. We wish 
we never had invested that 
money but we did it and we 
cannot now recall it. We were 
young and inexperienced in 
those days. If we had had more 
experience we would have 
looked into the matter more 
carefully before making the in- 
vestment. 


Money can do so much good. 
It can be spent for tickets for 
missionaries to go to the for- 
eign field. It can buy food for 
helpless, hungry people. Money 
can be a great blessing. 


My friends, I have been 
| preaching since I was fifteen 

years old. [I am now sixty- 
three. That means I have had 
forty-eight years in the preach- 
ing business. [I have always 
been frank and sincere in deal- 
ing with the Christian public. 
So you can depend on what I 
am telling you. I am not say- 
ing what I am saying because 
I am the founder of Bob Jones 
College. I am saying it out of 
a sincere and I believe out of 
an unbiased heart. I do not 
know any place in the world 
that you can put some money 
right now where it will do more 
good than to invest in helping 
us build at Greenville, South 
Carolina, that great university 
plant which is now under con- 
struction and which we are do- 
ing our dead level best to get 
ready for the opening of school 
next fall. 


Remember, Bob Jones Col- 
lege’s orthodox creed is written 
into its charter and the institu- 
tion can be closed by law if it 
ever surrenders its orthodox po- 
sition.

Paul the apostle prayed with 
thanksgiving. He was always 
thanking and praising God. I am 
sorely afraid that ig the missing 
note with too many of us, most of 
all with myself. The burdens 
oppress, depress, repress, suppress. 
The flesh igs weak. The days fly 
past like a weaver’s shuttle. We 
have so much to do. We have so 
little with which to do it. We be- 
come fretful. We are always be- 
moaning our lot. It was not that 
way with our brother Paul. His 
lips were framed for shouting the 
glory of God. 

What can you do with a fellow 
like the Apostie Paul? What can 
you do-with a man who refuses 
to get angry? What can you do 
with a person who will turn the 
other cheek? What will you do 
with a soul who never, never has 
any hatred, except for the Devil, 
in his heart? What can you do 
with an individual who thanks 
God for being in jail, for being 
poor, for being in difficulties? I 
tej you, mot even Satan can do 
anything with a child of God such 
as the one I am describing. Oh, 
make me like that, Lord Jesus! 
May He make you like that also. 
What can you do with a door mat 
when it is made to kick around?

Paul’s Self-Crucifixion 

The next secret in the life of 
the Apostie Paul, on the road to 
his power, was not only his under- 
standing of Scripture, not only his 
exaltation of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, not only his prayer life, 
but the crucifixion of hig flesh. It 


was not easy for Paul to become 
all things to all men. It was not 
easy for Paul to commune, to as- 
sociate with the offscourings of 
the earth. It was not éasy for 
that aristocratic, that fine, that 
wealthy, that talented, that edu- 
cated, that intellectual giant, to 
come down to the level of the low- 
est of the low, the weakest of the 
weak, to boast in the fact that his 
friends were the offal as it were of 
creation. He knew that in the 
flesh there was no good thing. He 
knew that power could only be ob- 


flesh. 


The first part of Paul’s crucifix- 
ion of the flesh was entire aban- 
donment. He felt that everything 
that he was, that everything that 


Lord Jesus Christ. His motto was, 
“... Ye are not your own; For 
ye are bought with a price: there- 
fore glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God's” 
(I Cor. 6:19, 20). 

In this abandonment of the flesh 
there was a passionate, an earnest, 
a crystal clear sincerity. I do 
not want to trouble your minds 
further, nor to take of your time 
any more, by repeating what I 
told you yesterday. I cannot help 
myself, however. I must mention 
it again. I must warn you again.

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Bob Wells, we have to be warned. 
You have to be warned. I have 
to be warned. All this host of 
people has to be warned. Al] the 
children of God need to be warned. 
People come to say to us, “That 
was a good sermon.” The old 
Devil makes us feel mighty good. 
After awhile, we stand in the 
pulpit trying to preach good ser- 
mons, anxious to, hear some one 
saying, “You sure did hit the ball 
that time, brother.” Al] of our 
desire, all of our longing, all of 
our ambition must be, to be pleas- 
ing to Jesus, and to present Him 
clearly to the people. 

We come to Sunday School. 
Here is Sister So and So; here is 
Brother So and So; there is that 
woman, that man. We love them. 
We just love them to death. We 
cannot wait until Sunday comes 
around to come to Sunday School. 
Why? Is it to serve God? Is it 
to enjoy the fellowship of kindred 
hearts? You all understand what 
I am talking about. We subserve 
the glory, the interest of God, the 
leadership of the Holy Spirit, the 
desires of God for our life, to our 
own sentiment, to our own fleshly 
inclinations. 

There must be a passionate sin- 
ecerity to do the will of God, a 
erystal-clear desire to magnify 
the Lord Jesus Christ. We can- 
not be mockly pious. We cannot 
put on a long face, to say we are 
so good, so clean, so fine, when on 
the inside of us there is the raven- 
ing beast of jealousy, of selfish- 
ness, of personal aggrandizing de- 
sires. The Lord knows about 
these things. The Holy Spirit is 
grieved with them. Abandonment 
must be utter dedication of self, 
go that it does not come into any 
part of our service. 

Paul the apostle, because he 
erucified the flesh constantly, re- 
ceived constant influxes of power; 
physical power, mental power, 
mora] power, most of all spiritual 
power, from heavenly sources. 
There are a great many thing God 
can do, but there are some things 
He cannot do. If we are as full of 
ourselves as an egg is of white 
and yolk; if we are so full of our- 
selves that we cannot think of 
anything or anybody else but me, 
my, mine; if somebody looking at 
us sideways, makes us mad, causes 
us to want to quit; if the fact that 
we are not made captain, causes 
us to take our balls, and bats, and 
gloves, to go home—not even God 
ean do a thing with us. When we 
are empty of self; when we are 
gincere in our purposes; when we 
are looking out for God and for 
His kingdom and for His Glory, 
then God will flood our souls with 
the same power that He gave to 
this chief of apostles. 

Paul’s Intense Concentration 

One more thing I must say to 
you. Not only was,Paul empower- 
ed because of his knowledge of the 
Scriptures, because of his exalta- 
tion of the Lord Jesus Christ,: be- 
eause of his prayer life, because 
of the crucifixion of the flesh, but 
it came about also because of the 
intensity of his concentration. You 
heard me right. I did not say con- 
secration. I said concentration. 
Oh, beloved, the temptation that 
comes.to us preachers to become 
known as great, popular, crowd- 
drawing, soul-winning, money- 
raising, church-building preachers. 

Have you ever heard the story 
of Charles Haddon Spurgeon? 
You know he never was ordained. 
He would not permit any group to 
ordain him at all. He wanted to 
go to college, wanted to get an 
education. Making g date with 
the president of a certain school 
yonder in England, he walked into 
the president’s home one day, to 
be greeted by a maid who, asking 
him to be seated, told him that 
the president was not in, but would 
be back in a little while. Im her 
household cares, she promptly for- 
got about the waiting young man. 
Spurgeon sat there three or four 
hours waiting for the maid or the 
president. After a while, the maid 
came in to work im that room. 
Startled am seeing the young 
preacher, she abjectly apologized, 
telling him that she had forgotten 
ali about him. By that time the 
mresident was gone for the day, 
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and could not be approached. 
Spurgeon walked out of that place 
with his head hanging down, his 
feet dragging along, thinking he 
had been mistreated. He did not 
know what to do, which way to 
turn, or when he could ‘see the 
president again. As he was walk- 
ing along, there came to his mind, 
as if spoken from the sky, a verse 
of Scripture: “‘Seekest thou great 
things for thyself? seek them not” 
(Jer. 45:5). Then and there he 
turned his back on the chance of a 
formal education. 


Do not misunderstand me, nor 
misquote me. I am for education. 
I am glad the Lord gave me a 
chance to go to university, to law 
school, to seminary. Everybody 
who has the chance to get an edu- 
cation ought to get it. The moral 
of this story, the thing I am try- 
ing to impress upon your hearts 
is that there must be concentra- 
tion of motive. It must all be for 
the glory of God! “Whatsoever 
ye do, do all to the glory of God” 
(I Cor. 10:31). 

We must not seek great things, 
not even smal] things for our- 
selves. Why are you here this 
afternoon? Is it because you 
know that you are going to hear 
an orthodox message in_ the 
Church of the Open Door? Why 
are you here this afternoon? Is 
it because you had nowhere else to 
go? Why are you here this after- 
noon? Is it because having walk- 
ed up and down town, in this 
glorious Los Angeles sunshine, you 
are getting a little tired out and 
want to take a bit of a rest? Why 
are you here this afternoon? If 
you are here for any other purpose 
except to glorify God, I beseech 
you, confess it as a sin to God, 
ask God to forgive you. Ask God 
to give you a renewal of your de- 
votion to the Son of God! 

Not only must there be concen- 
tration of motive, but there must 
be concentration of aim. What is 
your desire? What do you want 
to accomplish ? What do you 
want to do with your life? Why 
are you investing your service in 
the Lord? Do you want a big 
church? That is not good enough. 
Do you want a large Sunday 
School? That is not good enough. 
Do you want the approval of your 
fellow men? That: is definitely 
not good enough. Paul the apostle 
said, “I am made all things to all 
men, that by all means I might 
save some” (I Cor.9:22). That is 
the motive that God can honor, 
that Goes does honor, that God 
ever will honor. That is the mo- 
tive that sends the missionaries to 
the ends of the earth. That is the 
motive that was in the heart and 
mind of R. A. Torrey when he 
established this institute, when he 
founded this church. That is the 
motive in the heart and soul of 
Dr. Rice and Dr. Wells, and please 
God, the rest of us on this pro- 
gram, as we come here to stand 
before you. 

There must be not only concen- 
tration of motive, not only concen- 
tration of aim, but there must be 
concentration of talent, of per- 
sonality, of ability, of weapons, of 
money of organization, of efforts. 
Every organization in our 
churches, every institution in our 
programs must be aimed at one 
thing: to be an instrument in the 
hands of the Holy Spirit to do the 
will of God in advancing the in- 
terests of his kingdom, in carrying 
out the program of the Great Com- 
mission. If there is anything we 
do; if there is any group to which 
we belong; if there is anything we 
permit in our churches that is not 
aimed toward being a grappling 
hook in the hands of the Holy 
Spirit to rescue souls as brands 
from the burning, I beseech you, 
dismiss it, close it up, throw it 
away, cast it from you, have 
nothing to do with it. Concentrate 
every effort, every energy, every 
endeavor toward the one thing of 
lifting aloft the crucified, resur- 
rected Son of God.

A. B. Simpson founded the 
Christian Missionary Alliance 
Training School at Nyack, New 
York, and it is only fair to call 
Dr. Simpson an evangelist. 

And what else could you call 


4 John Wesley but an evangelist, 


preaching constantly to the un- 
saved, reviving the saints of God, 
and leading the Wesleyan revival? 
Surely these schools that came 
out of that great revival should 
be credited to evangelism. 


Jonathan Edwards, who had 500 
converted from one sermon, died 
as president of what is now 
Princeton University. 

Charles A. Spurgeon was called 
pastor of the Metropolitan Taber- 
nacle in London. But surely we 
must al] agree that his work was 
pre-eminently that of an evangel- 
ist. He continually led in the work 
of revival of the saints and of 
the winning of the lost to Christ, 
and uncounted thousands were 
saved through his ministry. Yet 
he founded the famous Pastor’s 
College. 


These are only a few illustra- 
tions and many others could be 
given, showing that evangelists 
have been one of the most potent 
forces in all Christian education. 

It is easy to see that Evangelists 
have largely filled the place that 
Christ gave them in “perfecting 
the saints for the work of the 
ministry,” and “edifying of the 
body of Christ.” 

Il. The Contribution of Evan- 
gelists to Civic Righteousness 
and Moral Reform 

Sometimes opponents of Chris- 
tianity say that preachers are so 
concerned about the next world 
that they have no time to help 
people in this world. Modernists, 
particularly, claim that fundamen- 
talists ignore the great questions 
of socia] reform, giving themselves 
too exclusively to getting people 
converted, without regard _ to 
whether the poor are cared for, 
whether there are decent living 
conditions, whether whiskey is 
sold, whether child delinquency 
flourishes or not. Of course, the 
actual truth is that genuine New 
Testament Christianity is the very 
best antidote for immorality and 
social maladjustment in the world. 
To get people converted is the best 
remedy for child delinquincy, for 
drunkenness, for wrong relations 
between capital and labor, for race 
hatred, etc. Yet we ought to be 
frank to confess that many, many 
people concerned about the salva- 
tion of souls do little or nothing 
for civic righteousness and moral 
reform, It is a sad fact that some 
people who are greatly concerned 
about getting people converted do 
not even take time to vote and 


take no interest at all in general 
public affairs that concern moral- 
ity and righteousness, And that 
attitude is wrong. Christians 
ought to vote, ought to take the 
leadership in any crusade for mor- 
ality and righteousness, where 
they can do so without compro- 
mise. 


But while some fundamental 
Christians have erred in this mat- 
ter, that has not been the sin of 
the evangelists. The evangelists 
have always been in the very fore- 
front of crusades for morality and 
righteousness. In fact, the enemies 
of evangelists have made much of 
this. With fine scorn critics de- 
rided Sam Jones for demanding 
that men “quit their meanness,” 
which was his practical way of 
Saying that they should repent of 
their sins and turn their hearts 
toward God and sight, for mercy 
and forgiveness through the blood 
of Christ. And Dr. L. S. Chafer 
in his book, True Evangelism so- 
called, has his complaint against 
the evangelists, that they preach 
on morality and righteousness and 
urge Christians to forsake wordli- 
ness and sin. He fears that evan- 
gelists put too much emphasis on 
morality and righteousness and 
does not realize that the evangel- 
ist must preach on sin to get peo- 
ple ready to trust in Christ for 
salvation. 

So along with great revivals 
where evangelists have won thous- 
ands of souls, there has always 
followed a great wave of moral re- 
form, a new conscience about sin 
and righteousness. 

In England the great evangeli- 
cal revival led by the Wesleys and 
Whitefield and others resulted in 
a marvelous’ transformation of 
England. Every reader would do 
well to get the book, This Freedom 
Whence by Wesley Bready, and 
see how he has proven the case 
for revivals as a means of moral 
regeneration of a nation. Many 
of the best thinkers are convinced 
that Fngland was saved from a 
second French revolution by the 
revival led by John Wesley and 
others. And Mr. Bready has trac- 
ed down the proof that the reform 
in the terrible British prison sys- 
tem, the reform in the asylums 
for the insane, the schools and 
homes for orphans, the abolition 
of slavery in England, the schools 
for the children of common peo- 
ple, the rescue missions, and the 
raising of the moral standards of 
all England came through men 
converted in the Wesleyan reviv- 
als, men who imbibed the teach- 
ings of John and Charles Wesley 
and found their lives and public 
service thereby transformed. The 
great evangelical revival saved 
England from the ruin that came 
to France and saved England for 
Christianity. Few people realize 
that England, when John Wesley 
began his ministry, was a country

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full of infidels, where the preach- 
ers of the established church were 
usually drunken, profligate, un- 
believers and often atheists; where 
the government was a mass of 
corruption, bribes, partiality and 
oppression. The Wesleyan revival 
made England the most law-abid- 
ing nation in the world, the home 
base of Christianity and missions 
in the world. 


In young America, Whitefield, 
Bishop Asbury and his compan- 
ions, with a host of itinerant 
evangelistic preachers, turned 
America from a barbaric back- 
woods into a civilized nation. Ben- 
jamin Franklin in his autobiogra- 
phy tells how tremendously he 
was impressed with the work of 
of Whitefield. Patrick Henry -in 
Viginia, when the Episcopal 
Church was a state church, de- 
fended Baptist evangelists thrown 
in jail for evangelistic preaching. 

Charles G. Finney began his 
great revivals in New York state. 
Much of the state was a wilder- 
ness and the people were barbar- 
ians. Finney began his revival 
campaigns in the backwoods 
frankly as a missionary sent out 
by “The Female Missionary So- 
ciety of the Western District of 
New York.” 


Before Finney’s time there had 
been a general breakdown in the 
Christian faith. 

Richard Elisworth Day says in 
his life of Finney, “MAN OF LIKE 
PASSIONS”: “The Methodists in 
three years, 1793-1795, lost 11,600 
members. It looked so bad for 
the churches that Thomas Paine, 
whom American Presidents some- 
times quote, wrote his ‘Infidel’s 
Bible,’ declaring that he would 
tear down in a single generation 
what it took the Church eighteen 
centuries to build up. 

“Did the Infidel make good in 
his boast? Well, hardly. He 
overlooked the power of God in 
the Gospel preaching of the Great 
Revival. From 1800 to 1830 the 
Presbyterian Church increased 
from 40,000 to 173,329, or four- 
fold; the Baptist Churches in- 
ereased from 100,000 to 313,138, or 
threefold; the Methodist Church 
from 64,000 to 476,153 or fourfold; 
and other churches in the same 
ratio. By 1850, the Presbyterian 
had increased to 487,691. Bap- 
tists to 815,212, Methodists to 
1,323,631. 

“In the midst of these years, 
also, great religious organizations 
were born; foreign and home so- 
cieties, Bible and tract societies, 
organized Sunday school move- 
ments, young people’s societies, 
war nursing, laymen in missions, 
and a deeper interest in holy liv- 
ing. 
“Instead of the Church failing 
as blatant Paine predicted, it en- 
tered its most aggressive period 
since Pentecost. And our Man of 
Like Passions, Charles Grandison 
Finney, not only belonged to this 
victorious movement, but he was 
facile princeps.” 

There is no way to measure, this 
side of eternity, the influence of 
the Finney revivals toward moral- 
ity and righteousness. It is es- 
pecially remarkable that principal 
lawyers, judges and physicians 
were converted in Rochester and 
many other cities and towns 
where he labored, and the whole 
color of society was changed by 
the revivals. 

In the last half of the nineteenth 
century Moody was the most in- 
fluential Christian in America, as 
Finney had been in the first half 
of the century. And Moody’s re- 
vivals, too, had a_ tremendous 
moral effect. Colonel Robert In- 
gersoll had preached his blatant 
infidelity everywhere. Infidel 
clubs and societies were being 
formed all over America. Follow- 
ing the Civil War there was a 
great disturbance of society that 
might have meant a_e general 
breakdown in morals but for the 
great revivals led by Moody and 
his co-laborers. 

And is only fair to say that 
the work of Finney and the early 
work of Moody had much to do 
with the rising sentiment for the 


abolition of slavery in America. 


Finney led in a great campaign 
against the secret orders which 
had grown so powerful, which, by 
its oath-bound secrecy, had be- 
come a threat to law enforcement 
and patriotism. The great purg- 
ing that took place in the Masonic 
order in those days changed the 
character and spirit of the organi- 
zation greatly, and since his day 
the blood-thirsty oaths are usu- 
ally not taken seriously. Moody 
had much to do with increasing 
the sentiment for temperance, for 
honesty in business as contrasted 
with the sharp practice then prev- 
alent. And following the great 
Moody revivals there came as a 
secondary consequence, a by-prod- 
uct, a great wave of reform when 
thousands of Christians took their 
stewardship more seriously. 


The impact of the Billy Sunday 
revivals on America as an influ- 
ence of moral reform is more 
easily measured than that of most 
men. Evangelist Billy Sunday 
set out definitely to influence the 
cause of temperance and prohibi- 
tion. As a result of his campaigns, 
all over the nation hundreds of 
cities voted out the liquor business, 
and in districts with a population 
totalling millions, saloon doors 
were closed as a direct result of 
the Billy Sunday revival cam- 
paigns. But this official and le- 
gal aspect is no doubt the least 
part of the mighty influence of 
Billy Sunday for moral reform. 
Multiplied thousands of drunkards 
were made sober. Many saloon 
keepers, converted, voluntarily quit 
their business. Gamblers, men in 
other xrorms of illigitimate busi- 
ness, were converted and _ their 
lives and principles were so chang- 
ed that the impact for civic right- 
eousness was tremendous every- 
where Billy Sunday went in his 
great campaigns. 


It is a noteworthy fact that in 
the days of the great revivals 
when evangelists were loved and 
honored in America, no man could 
be elected to the presidency who 
was not known to be morally up- 
right and favorable to the Chris- 
tian religion. Never until the 
days when evangelism became 
despised by church leaders, the 
moral letdown following the first 
World War came on, and Roose- 
velt was elected, could a presi- 
dent openly flaunt his opposition 
to Bible Christianity as did Mr. 
and Mrs. Roosevelt and many of 
his New Deal associates. 


The breakdown of prohibition 
sentiment in America came after 
the breakdown of. evangelism. 
When churches and church lead- 
ers got so far from New Testa- 
ment Christianity. that they did 
not favor mass evangelism and did 
not respect God’s called and 
anointed evangelists, then they 
had lost their moral convictions 
to such aff extent that they could 
not influence the nation to sup- 
port the moral gains which had 
come in the great heyday of evan- 
gelism. The church lost the bat- 
tle for temperance because it had 
turned its back on the leaders in 
moral reform, the evangelists. 


KH is worthy of note that Dr. 
Sam Morris, “The Voice of Tem- 
perance,” the most potent influ- 
ence for temperance in America 
in a generation, to say the least, 
is an evangelist and often holds 
revival campaigns and has seen 
many thousands saved under his 
ministry, 

The Bible emphasis on evangel- 
ism and a proper regard for God’s 
evangelists goes with mora] re- 
form and progress in national 
righteousness. 

Ill. Evangelists Have Given 
a Mighty Contribution to 
Christian Literature 

As authors, editors and promo- 
ters of Christian literature, evan- 
gelists have always taken the lead. 

John Wesley, travelling over 
England on horseback, carrying 
the message of evangelism from 
one end of the British Isles to the 
other, winning thousands of souls, 
yet had time to be the most pro- 
lific Christian writer of his time. 
He had published books of ser- 
mons, including ali the doctrine of 


the new Wesleyan movement. He 


| was editor of The Arminian Mag- 


azine. He organized the first 
tract society. He edited a fifty- 
volume Christian library. He 


wrote A Compendium of Logic, A 
Short English Grammar, A Short 


French Grammar, A Short Latin 
Grammar, A Short Greek Gram- 
mar, A Short Hebrew Grammar. 
He organized a book store, the 
forerunner of the Methodist Pub- 
lishing Houses over the world. He 
wrote the astonishing number of 
233 original works, translated 
many others, and his daily life 
was recorded in his Journal. He 
and Charles Wesley wrote their 
own hymn books. And his books 
were published in uncounted 
thousands of copies and read by 
millions of adherents. Who in 
any generation has made a larger 
influence through Christian litera- 
ture than Evangelist John Wes- 
ley? He even wrote a book of 
common medical remedies. It is 
probable that the writings and 
work of John Wesley had more to 
do with raising the standard of 
literacy in England than the works 
of any other one man or group 
of men of the period. 


Charles G. Finney wrote not on- 
ly his famous Memoirs’. or 
Autobiography, but wrote Revival 
Lectures, wrote a book on Sys- 
temic Theology, and was the 
principal contributor to the maga- 
zine, The Evangelist. Two of Fin- 
ney'’s works, his Autobiography 
(with accounts of his great re- 
vivals) and his Revival Lectures, 
are classics of Christian literature 
and have had a profound effect 
on the whole age. 


D. L. Moody was himself a man 
of a poor grammar school educa- 
tion. Yet he was such a hard 
worker, had such gifts from God, 
studied so faithfully that his books 
came to be very widely spread and 
greatly used of God. Moody 
founded the Bible Institute Co- 
portage Association (now § the 
Moody Press), founded the Col- 
portage library which has sent out 
millions of copies of _inexpensive 
literature, many of them Christian 
classics. He made available to the 
host of common people writings 
of Charles Spurgeon, F. B. Meyer, 
John McNeill, and a good many 
beautiful Christian stories. Only 
eternity can tel] the impact of the 
Moody literature. It is to me a 
matter of deep gratification that a 
little book of mine, The Soul Win- 
ner’s Fire, with eight messages on 
soul-winning, is a part of this Col- 
portage library founded by D. L. 
Moody. 

But Moody’s influence for Chris- 
tian literature did not stop with 
his own Colportage Association. 
Moody married Miss Emma Revell. 
Her brother was Fleming Revell. 
Largely through the influence and 
inspiration of D. L. Moody, Flem- 
ing Revell founded the Christian 
publishing house of that name, and 
this firm published books of the 
great men that Moody brought 
from England to America, publish- 


ed his own books and those of R. 


A. Torrey, J. Wilbur Chapman, 
and other famous evangelists. So 
Moody, the evangelist, not only 
greatly stirred the impulse for 
Christian education, but was likely 
the most influential] man of his 
generation in Christian literature. 

Dr. R. A. ‘Forrey, great evange- 
list, was first a Bible teacher. A 
splendid scholar, graduate of Yale 
University, with graduate work in 
Hamburg, Germany, Dr. Torrey 
became a prolific writer. Some 
of his books have been spread 
around the world with tremendous 
editions. How to Pray, How to 
Work for Christ, What the Bible 
Teaches, The Holy Spirit—Who He 
Is and What He Does, Soul-Win- 
ning Sermons, How to Promote a 
Revival are some books that are 
world famous. Many, many Chris- 
tian writers of our day acknowl- 
edge their great indebtedness to 
Dr. R. A. Torrey. 

Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman was the 
author of a number of very popu- 
lar books. Dr. W. E. Biederwolf 
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wrote a good many books, with 
very wide influence. 

And publishers have found even 
to this day that books of the 
evangelists have, oftentimes, the 
very widest sale. Books of ser- 
mons by Dr. Hyman Appelman, 
and by Evangelist Gypsy Smith 
have had a wide sale wherever 
English is spoken. By God's 
mercy, my Own books and pam- 
phiets have had a very wide dis- 
tribution, totalling some four and 
three-fourths million copies. 


Evangelists have made an im- 
pact on Christian literature far 
out of proportion to their numbers. 


IV. Evangelism Is Responsi- 
ble for the Richest of Gospel 
Songs and Hymns 

How barren would be the field 
of Christian music but for the 
evangelists, those who gave them- 
selves to lives of soul-winning! 
Consider Charles Wesley’s six 
thousand hymns, many of them 
used today. Consider the hymns 
of John Wesley, too. What single 
sources Can compare with them? 

Suppose in America that there 
had been no Ira D. Sankey, no 
Stebbins, no D. B. Towner! All 
these were gospel singers, revival 
campaign singers. And so were 
James McGranahan, and P. P. 
Bliss, E. O. Excell, and Peter Bil- 
horn. ' 


Think what an impetus was 
given to Christian music by the 
song books compiled by Ira D. 
Sankey. The Moody-Sankey 
Hymns are the chief song books 
used in evangelical churches in 
England today, also in Canada, 
and the book has been increased 
by many additions. 

Charles M. Alexander went 
round the world singing. He was 
a song evangelist, a soul winner 
who worked with Dr. R. A. Torrey 
and Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman. His 


song books were used in churches | 


wherever English is spoken. 

And what of Homer Rodeheaver 
and his great influence on Chris- 
tian music? B. D. Ackley, who 
has written so many inspired 
gospel songs, was for some thirty 
years, I believe, Billy Sunday's 
secretary and pianist. Harry 
Clark, who wrote, “Into My 
Heart” and many other greatly 
used gospel songs, was eight years 
with Billy Sunday and did much 
to influence the teaching of Chris- 
tian music in Moody Institute. 

Paul Rader and Arthur McKee, 
evangelist and singer, started the 
Tabernacle Publishing Company 
and edited the first of the series 
of Tabernacle Hymns. 

In the areas where evangelism 


thrived, gospel music swelled 
richly from the hearts of singing 
saints. Among the Southern 


Baptists, the most evangelistic of 
the great denominations in Amer- 
ica, great gospel singing flourish- 
ed. I E. Reynolds, E. O. Sellars, 
and B. B. McKinney had revival 
experience and inspiration. 
George Bennard, who wrote 
“The Old Rugged Cross,” is an 
evangelist. I saw the little house 
at Sturgeon Bay, Wisconsin, where 
he wrote it, next door to the

a revival campaign at the time! 


Charles Weigle, who wrote, “No. 


One Ever Cared For Me Like 
Jesus,” is an evangelist.

Evangelists 
have done far more for evangelical 
Christian music than any other 
group of Christian workers. 

How would the church get along 
without the impact of evangelism 
upon the church itself? It is only 
a decadent, apostate church that 


in- |

can turn against evangelism and ° 
evangelists. 


V. Evangelists Are Specially 
for “The Increase of the 
Body,” Soul-Winning 

Let us return briefly to the pas- 
sage in Ephesians 4:7-16. Verse 
11 says that God gave evangelists, 
along with the apostles, prophets, 
pastors and teachers, and verse 
12 Says that the evangelists, along 
with the others, are “for the per- 
fecting of the saints for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ.” We have 
shown that the impact of evange- 
lists upon the body of Christ itself 
is tremendously great, far beyond 
the proportion one would expect 
from their numbers. Evangelists 
do get the saints ready for the 
work of the ministry and evange- 
licts do edify the body of Christ. 


Verse 14 tells us also that the 
evangelists, along with others, are 
to settle Christians in doctrine so 
that they will not be misled by 
cults and false doctrines. Verse 
15 tells us that the evangelists, 
along with apostles, prophets, 
pastors and teachers, are to teach 
Christians to speak the truth im 
love and to the end that Christians 
may grow up im the pattern of 
Christ. But Verse 16 makes it 
clear that all these things are to 
the one great total end, the “in- 
crease of the body.” The number 
of souls saved and taken into the 
body of Christ is the one matter of 
greatest importance. It is to see 
souls saved that evaneglists exhort 
Chistians. It is to see souls saved 
that evangelists help defend 
Christians from false cults and 
false winds of doctrine. It is to 
see souls saved that evangelists 
oppose modernism. 


The evangelist ig literally a 
“gospeler’. The word evangel or 
gospel and the word evangelist 


have the same root. 

The whole duty of the church 
iS summed up in the Great Com- 
mission. We are to “preach the 
gospel to every creature” (Mark 
16:15). Jesus came “to seek and 
save that which was lost” (Luke 
19:10), and then He says to His 
disciples, ‘As my Father hath sent 
me, even so send I you” (John 20: 
21). Every Christian should have 
as his highest aim the winning of 
souls. That is the thing nearest to 
the heart of God. That is the 
highest meaning of the Great 
Commission. That is the end of 
the church. And the evangelist is 
the spearhead of soul-winning. 
He should lead the churches in 
soul-winning. He himself should 
be an earnest and fervent soul 
winner. It is to that end that he 
is to preach the Word, to exhort, 
to reprove, to rebuke with all long- 
suffering and doctrine, as Paul 
commanded Timothy. 

It is not generally realized that 
by far the majority of all the 
souls saved are saved in special 
revival campaigns led by evangel- 
ists or someone doing the work of 
an evangelist. One would think 
that with great church buildings, 
with regular services for preach-

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ing, Sunday Schools, young 
people's meetings, missionary so0- 
cieties, social life, and training; 
and with all the denominational 
organizations and activities, that 
most of those converted would be 
won through some of the regular 
services of the churches. But it 
is not so. And when you add the 
radio services, Youth for Christ 
meetings, Child Evangelism 
Classes, the rescue missions and 
the multiplied thousands of tract 
“distributors and personal wit- 
nesses, it would seem almost in- 
evitable that you would thus, 
through the churches themselves 
and other organizations and kinds 
ef Christian service, win the great 
majority of those who are con- 
verted to Christ in America 

However, I have proven again 
and again, by evidence so strong 
that I do not believe it can be 
gainsaid, that most of the people 
who are soundly converted to 
Christ in America are won, not in 
the regular services of the church, 
not in the rescue missions, Child 
Evangelism classes, Youth for 
Christ meetings, nor in the homes 
mor in the casual personal work 
ef individuals on an everyday 
basis, nor in all these together, but 
in special revival and evangehstic 
campaigns! 

On October 6, 1946, just about 
gix weeks ago, I preached to a 
great revival] campaign congrega- 
tion in the Memorial Hall in Day- 
ton, Ohio. Many, many churches 
of many faiths were cooperating. 
The crowd was estimated by the 
eonservative pastors present at 
about 2,400 people. I suppose 
that surely 2000 or more of them 
were professed Christians And 
the cooperating pastors of Bap- 
tists, Methodists, Presbyterians, 
Brethren, Mennonites, Christian 
Missionary Alliance, Assembly of 
God, Holiness and other churches 
present would insist that’ the 
Christians present were the best 
Christians of their churches, the 
best representation of their active 
membership. 

Te this crowd estimated at 
@beut 2400 people, I put some 
earnest questions and had the 
people stand or hold their hands 
high till they were counted in each 
case, by the pastors on the plat- 


form. Here are the questions: 


“How many of you were con- 
verted, came to trust Christ as 
your Saviour, in the regular Sun- 
day morning services of your 
church or some other church?” 


“How many of you were con- 
verted to Christ in some regular 


Sunday evening service of a 
church not in a revival cam- 
paign ?” 


“How many of you found Christ 
as your Saviour in some regular 
church prayer meeting ?” 

“How many were converted in 
Sunday school ?”’ 

“How many were converted in 
young people’s services ?” 

“How many were converted in 
Child Evangelism classes ?”’ 

“How many were led te Christ 
in Youth for Christ services?” 

“How many were won to Christ 
by listening to radio services?” 

“How many were won to Christ 
by a tract given, or by personal 
conversation, outside of a special 
evangelistic Campaign ?”’ 

The survey was carefully made, 
and at the end of these questions 
a few more than 100 people had 
said that they had found Christ 
in some of these regular activities 
of churches and Christian people, 
outside of revivals! There were 
certainly not 150 out of the 2000 
or more Christians present, who 
had been converted through the 
reguiar day by day activities of 
the churches and other religious 
bodies. 

I turned to the pastors in the 
congregation and asked them if 
they would be willing to set out to 
carry on the activities of the 
twenty-five or thirty churches 
that were very actively cooperat- 
ing, with those 100 or 115 Chris- 
tians! I reminded the long row 
of pastors sitting on the platform 
that there had not been a great 
union revival campaign carried on 
in the city, sponsored by great 
groups of churches, as they told 
me, for some twenty-five years. 
Revivals had not been specially 
popular. What revival campaigns 
had been held had been held in 
single churches usually, sometimes 
had been held independent of any 
church backing. ‘Then I asked all 
those in the congregation who had 
been saved in out and out evange- 
listic campaigns, revival cam- 
paigns, to lift their hands. The 
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effect was overwhelming as most 
of the people in that great con- 
gregation held their hands high. 

In that particular audience it 
seems certain that more than nine 
out of ten of the Christians pres- 
ent were converted in special re- 
vival campaigns. If the evange- 
lists had ceased their work, nearly 
all the evangelical churches in(That » 
city would have been closed. ‘The 
only kind of religion left would 
have been a powerless, modernistic, 
worldly religion with no salvation 
m it. The evangelists have cer- 
tainly saved the churches in the 
city of Dayton, Ohio. 


Now I have tested that proposi- 
tion carefully and publicly in per- 
haps a hundred revival campaigns 
all over America. Not always was 
the proportion of those saved 
under the preaching of evangelists 
quite as large as it was in Dayton. 
But always, everywhere, a big 
majority of all tue 
claimed to be Christians in my 
audiences hav. said that they were 
converted in sp 
campaigns. At least four out of 
five of all the people claiming to 
be Christians in my congregations, 
when I put the test carefully, have 
claimed that they were saved 
through special revival campaigns. 
That is an amazing testimony, 
which has been verified again and 
again in great cities and in smaller 
towns all over America, in my 
presence. 


Perhaps one may say that these 
audiences where I have spoken 
have been groups of people par- 
ticularly favorable to revivals and 
evangelism. Perhaps they will say 
that multitudes of other Chris- 
tians, converted through the regu- 
lar exercises of the church and 
the day by day activities of 
Christians other than in special 
evangelistic campaigns, are in the 
churches but that they stay at 
home and do not attend my revival 
campaigns. But to any who might 
believe that, let me say that I go 
to revival campaigns only on the 
invitation of reputable pastors and 
churches. I am not referring to 
independent campaigns. I am not 
referring to campaigns in some of 
the denominations where there is 
constant emphasis on _ revival, 
ag the Assemblies of God, certain 
Holiness groups, and in the taber- 
nacles. Note, I speak of the mass 
of reputable church people such 
as Baptists, Presbyterians, Metho- 
dists, Brethren, Christian and Mis- 
sionary Alliance people, etc. The 
revival campaigns where I preach 
have usually the cooperation of 
the groups most devoted to re- 
vival. But they also represent a 
cross section of evangelical pro- 
testantism in America. For 
example, in three months I am to 
conduct a “preaching mission” in 
a city where every church in the 
city but one is a member of the 
church Federation that invited me 
officially to come to preach for 
the campaign. The one church 
that was not a member of the 
Federation joined in the invita- 
tion! Of course I shall preach 
exactly the same gospel. I shall 
preach on the blood of Christ, I 
shall preach salvation by faith, I 
shall oppose modernism and other 
preversions of Christianity with 
all my soul. They know it and 
they say that is why they want 
me. I will stay on the main track, 
of course, of reviving the saints 
of God and getting sinners to re- 
pent and trust Christ. But I am 
saying that the crowds who hear 
me preach are _ representative 
crowds. They represent evangeli- 
cal protestant churches in Amer- 
ica, those who believe in conver- 
sion. And the pastors of cooperat- 
ing churches tell me that their 
people who attend the revival cam- 
paigns are representative of the 
best Christians in their churches.

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Promoting Union Revival Campaigns

William F. Mann, former me- 
ehanical and aeronautical engi- 


_neer, and Dr. Harrison M. Pierce, 


physician and surgeon, are now 
giving their full time to promot- 
ing and setting up large union re- 
vival campaigns. 

At the second annual Confer- 
ence on Evangelism at Winona 
Lake, sponsored by THE SWORD 
OF THE LORD last July, seven of 
us evangelists who are of like 
mind in doctrine and method, all 
being used somewhat in union re- 
vival campaigns, met together to 
plan and pray about these mat- 
ters. Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., evange- 
list and president of Bob Jones 
College, Cleveland, Tennessee: Dr. 
Hyman Appelman of Fort Worth, 
Tex.; Dr. Joe Henry Hankins of 
Pine Bluff, Arkansas: Dr. Jesse 
M. Hendley of Atlanta, Georgia; 
Dr. Jack MacArthur of Los Ange- 
les, California; Dr. Robert J. Wells 
of Wheaton, Illinois, and I, com- 
posed the group. AH of us agreed 
that union city-wide revival cam- 
paigns ought to be taken more se- 
riously, ought to have more prep- 
aration, more enlistment, better 
erganization and publicity. Dr. 
Bob Jones often has his own man 
for such work, Dr. Appelman at 
this writing has a helper. But all 
of us agreed that some strong, 
well-educated, spiritually - minded 
and devoted Christian men should 
be trained to set up and promote 
these large-scale campaigns. By 
motion and second the group of 
evangelists asked THE SWORD 
OF THE LORD with its editors, 
Dr. Wells and me, to “spearhead” 
this work over America. It was 
agreed that I should secure and 
direct and help train some men 
for this work and that the evan- 
gelists, when they desired, could 
employ these advance men, these 
revival campaign organizers, to 
help them set up their campaigns. 
I made it clear at the time that 
we would be glad to send an ad- 
vance man to explore the possi- 
bilities of a large union revival 
campaign wherever a number of 
pastors or Christian leaders re- 
quested such a man to come. 

William F. Mann (‘“Bill’’ Mann 
to those of us who know him best) 
gave up a profitable and assured 
eareer in mechanical engineering 
to go into this full-time work as 
my assistant. He came to me in 
March, working on the city-wide 
campaign in Miami, Florida, with 
40 Baptist churches. Then he was 
assistant to Mr. Willis Haymaker 
(who has long done advance work 
for Dr. Bob Jones) in the big city- 
wide campaign in Chicago which 
continued five weeks with Dr. Bob 
Jones, Dr. Paul Rood and I as 
preachers. Bill also set up a cam- 
paign im Goshen, Indiana, and in 
Dayton, Ohio. He has grown rap- 
idly im the work and has been uni- 
formly well received by pastors 
and other Christian workers. His 
devotion to Christ, his unselfish- 


ness, his thoroughness and his 
business acumen, have endeared 
him to all, 


Dr. Harrison M. Pierce was one 
of the workers in our large cam- 
paign in Buffalo, New York, two 
and one-half years ago. He set 
up the union campaign in Santa 
Barbara, California, for Dr. Rob- 
ert J. Wells, which took place in 
September of this year. Now God 
has laid his work upon his heart, 
and he has given up his work as 
practicing physician and surgeon 
for the higher work of soul win- 
ning. 

Already Dr. Pierce has done 
some fine work for me in San 
Pedro, California, where I am in- 
vited for a campaign March 19th 
to 30th of 1947. The United Evan- 
gelical Action group invited me 
first and the Ministerial Associa- 
tion of the city then joined in the 
invitation. Dr. Pierce spent some 
two weeks helping to enlist pas- 
‘ters and churches, solving prob- 
‘lems of fellowship and organiza- 
tion, then he drove east, stopping 
'for a day or two at Des Moines, 
|arriving at Wheaton for Thanks- 
_ giving Day. But now he is in 
Cleveland, Ohio, helping organize 
the union campaign for churches 


'for Dr. Wells,

of that area who are having Dr. Joe 
Henry Hankins as their evangelist 
beginning January 26. Dr. Pierce 
will spend some two weeks in 
Cleveland now. The present work 
of enlistment will come to its cli- 
max in a dinner for the pastors 
December 13. 

After these first preliminary 


days in Cleveland, Ohio, Dr. Pierce 


will go to New Castle and Warren, 
eg ma te further help in 
the organizing of campaigns there. 
came from both places 
from Christian leaders and they 
want union revivals. I understand 
that the invitation in one place is 
and perhaps the 
other. 

Bill Mann is now in Lima, Ohio, 
setting up a campaign there. He 
came on the invitation of the Lay- 
man’s Evangelistic Association’s 
taking the initiative. However. 
these fine Christian laymefi agreed 
thoroughly with our policy that 
such a union campaign ought al- 
ways to be held under the official 
sponsorship of pastors and 
churches, and so they are taking 
their normal place in such a set- 
up as active Christian workers 
from the churches. We thank God 
for this Layman’s Evangelistic As- 
sociation, which is helping promote 
revival campaigns in many cities. 
Bill will also on this trip help or- 
ganize the city of Marion, Ohio, 
for @ uniom campaign. A group 
of about ten pastors invited me 
some weeks ago and urged that I 
send Brother Mann to work out 
the details of the proposed cam- 
paign with them. 

Brother Mann also had a good 
deal of responsibility for union 
campaign in Topeka, Kansas, 
which plans are maturing with 
prayer. Then one of these men 
will need to work, organize and 
set up the big province-wide Con- 
ference on Evangelism at Toronto, 
Canada (in Massey Hall), May 
10th to the 18th. That conference 
sponsored by some of the leading 
pastors and churches will plan to 
bring in ministers from all over 
the province and perhaps from the 
Buffalo, New York, area in the 
States. Other promotion work will 
need to be done on the proposed 
union campaign in Altoona, Penn- 
sylvania, and on “THE SWORD 
OF THE LORD” Conference on 
Evangelism at Winona Lake, July 
6 to 13, at Lake Louise, Georgia, 
August the 3rd to 10th, and the 
young people’s conference at Mi- 
ami Valley Chautauqua grounds, 
near Hamilton, Ohio, August the 
24th to September the ist, God 
willing. 

We encourage Christian people 
to pray for these men. Pray that 
Brothers Mann and Pierce may be 
filled with the Spirit, that they 
may be greatly used of God in 
stirring people to get ready for 
revivals and to make big, mature, 
sensible Christ-honoring plans that 
will result in hundreds and thou- 
sands of souls being saved in these 
campaigns. Please pray also for 
their support. 

We have announced before and 
want to reiterate that if a reputable 
group of pastors, say four or five, 
in any city or town, want a un- 
jon revival campaign I will be glad 
to send one of these men if pos- 
sible to explore the possibilities 
of union campaign and try to en- 
list others. This imitial work 
they will do at my expense. If a 
campaign results the brethren will 
be able to take care of the organ- 
izing expense, of course. And we 
will send one of these men, where- 
ever possible, to help organize and 
enlist and promote for a good re- 
vival campaign where any of these 
good, reputable, experienced, sound 
evangelists are used. We are es- 
pecially concerned about seeing 
that revival campaigns be well 
prepared and result in the highest 
possible good. We would like to 
cooperate with these great men 
of God named above, and with oth- 
er men who have had wide evan- 
gelistic experience, who really get |i. 
many people saved, and are blame- 
less in doctrine and method. We

tense in his concentration, but he 
was also buoyed up by the opti- 
mistic energy of a great hope. 
Power flowed to him from that 
great hope. We also may have 
the same power through the same 
great hope. 

They tell us nowadays that it is 
not fashionable to preach the sec- 
ond coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Beloved, Paul preached it 
again and again. You and I would 
rather be old fashioned with Paul 
thay new fashioned with anyone 
else. He knew all about the sec- 
ond coming of Christ. He preach- 
ed jt without hesitation, without 
fear, without favor. There was 
the assurance, the confidence, the 
drive, the intensity, the encourage- 
ment, the inspiration of that con- 
quering hope. 

First, he thought of the second 
eoming of the Lord Jesus Christ in 
the consummation of the program 
ef God. Hear me! Things look 
tough. Things look hard. I[ am 
not minimizing the difficulties, the 
obstacles. I know them, alas and 
alack only to well. I am not a 
blind optimist. True, I am a 
Christian optimist. As a Chris- 
tian, I cannot be anything else 
but an optimist. 


Igsten! Show me a Christian 
wha is an incurable pessimist, and 
I will show you a Christian who is 
not entirely right with God. That 
is afi there is to it. There ig some 
sin in his or her life, that the 
person is striving to hide by 
thrywing sand into the air, by 
crygag, “Stop thief!” and pointing 
out the other fellow’s sins. We 
migsat as well face it. Optimism, 
im te good Christian sense of the 
wom, ought to be the rule rather 
than the exception of our lives. 
Sin will drain it out of us. Sin 
wilj darken our outlook. 

Sin will catch up with us. It 
will show in our walk, in our talk, 
fim our preaching, in our teaching, 
in the prayers that we utter. It 
was not that way with Paul, The 
times were hard, just as hard, 
harder even than they are today. 
Preaching the gospel was difficult, 
just as difficult ag it is today. I 
will guarantee you those jail cells 
were not nearly as comfortable as 
the seats in the Church of the 
Open Door! Paul the apostle saw 
beyond the difficulties, the “Son of 
righteousness with healing in His 
wings,” coming to straighten out 
this old world. That gave him 
the blazing challenge of an im- 
morta] hope. 

There was further, the hope of 
personal immortality, of a per- 
sonal resurrection. What can you 
do, I say again, with a man who 
knows that if you kill him, you are 
doing him a favor? What can you 
do with a Christian who knows 
that when you bury him, you have 
blessed him? What can you do 
with a person who will stick out 
his head to say, ‘Do you want to 
ehop off my head? Go ahead! 
Do it quickly! For me to die is 
gain.’ You just cannot do any- 
thing with an individual such 4s 
this. You cannot hurt him. You 
might as well go out there to the 
eemetery, dig up a corpse, kick it 
im the teeth, fof al] the impression 
you can make on a person who 
turns his: back on the world, the 
fiesh, the Devil, living for nothing 
but the glory of Jesus in the hope 
e¢ His imminent second coming. 


Paul knew that his immortality 


was secure. He knew it by the 
resurrection of the Lord Jesus 
Christ from the dead. He knew 
& by the love of Jesus Christ for 
His disciples, for all the saints 
through the ages. He knew it by 
the constant upsurge of a renewed 
and renewing experience in his 


own heart and soul. He knew it 
by the promises of God. He knew 
it by the witnessing testimony of 
the Holy Spirit. He just knew it, 
knew it all the time. It was in 
all of his preaching, in all of his 
praying, uppermost; and uttermost 
in his thoughts. 

In that power of a great hope, 
there was also the mighty hope of 
a reward waiting for him, a crown 
of righteousness, a crown of re- 
joicing, a crown of reward. He 
knew that his tears were recorded 
in Heaven. He knew that his 
prayers were bottled up in glory. 
He knew that his difficulties had 
been marked down on the book of 
God’s remembrance. He knew
